After dropping on her knees and offering up a prayer, 
she hastily arises, seizes the child and running to the bank, jumps on a cake of 
floating ice just in time to escape the blood-hounds, While Marks and Haley 
are attempting to reach her, Marks falls into the river and is pulled out with great 


difficulty by Haley and Loker, as Fliza floats from view.

Showing the home of Ruth, the Quaker girl at the foot of Rocky. : Pass. 
Ruth comes out of the cottage, followed by Eliza and her child, who were con- 
ducted to Ruth's home by Phinens after their miraculous escape across the river, 
Ruth sent Phineas in search of George Harris, the husband of Eliza, telling him 
that she would never marry him until he found Harris, While Ruth is working 
at her spinning wheel and Eliza is playing with her child, Phineas enters with 
George Harris, ‘The child runs to its father, and there is joy all around. Phineas, 
looking down the road, discovers that they have been followed by the slave 
traders, and aah conducts Eliza, Harris and the child to a place of safet 
behind some huge focks. Haley, Loker and Marks enter and inquire of Ruth 
if she has seen anything of the runaways. ‘They proceed to search the place, 
Phincas appeart from behind the large rock inquiring of them what they want. 
Marks informs him that he is an officer of the law and that they are looking for 
some runaway negrocs, George Harris appears telling them that-he would not
